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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of claims 1-9 in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

4. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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5. Claims 1 , 3-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Alers 

et al. [U.S. Pat. 6,320,244]. 

Alers et al. (figs. 1-8, cols. 4-7) discloses a MIM capacitor comprising: 
first and second electrodes (34, 50) formed from a metal material; 
a capacitor insulating film (46); 

a first diffusion prevention film (44) interposed between the capacitor insulating 
film and the first electrode to prevent diffusion of atoms constituting the metal material; 
and 

a second diffusion prevention film (48) interposed between the capacitor 
insulating film and the second electrode to prevent diffusion of atoms constituting the 
metal material. 

With respect to claim 3, Alers et al. discloses that the first electrode is filled in a 
trench in a semiconductor substrate (32) and has a flat surface, and the second 
electrode is filled in a trench in an insulating film (38, 40, 42) on the semiconductor 
substrate and has a flat surface (see fig. 1). 

With respect to claims 4-5, Alers et al. discloses that the first and second 
diffusion prevention films consist of one member selected from the group consisting of 
TaN, TiN, WN (see col. 4, lines 49-50 and line 63). 

With respect to claim 6, Alers et al. discloses that the metal material includes Cu 
(see col. 4, lines 64-65, and col. 5, lines 44-46). 

With respect to claims 7-8, Alers et al. discloses that an insulating layer (38) 
having an opening on the first electrode, wherein the first diffusion prevention film is 
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filled in the opening of the insulating layer (38), and the capacitor insulating film (46) and 
the second diffusion prevention film are formed on the first diffusion prevention film , 
wherein ends of the capacitor insulating film and the second diffusion prevention film 
overlap the insulating layer (see fig. 1). 

With respect to claim 9, Alers et al. discloses that a silicon nitride (70) formed on 
the second diffusion prevention film (see fig. 8). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Alers et 
al. [U.S. Pat. 6,320,244]. 
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Alers et al. does not mention a shape of the first and second electrodes. 
However, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to form the first and 
second electrodes with the shape as applicant claimed, since such a modification would 
have involved a mere change in the shape of a component. A change in shape is 
generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 
USPQ 237 (CCPA 1995).
